After eludirlg the police and express 
companies for years, "Black Barty finally 
lost his nerve in a way that seemed strange 
ln view of tbe coolnesB be had displayed 
on so mqny previous occasions. 

He bad held up a Southern Pacific train 
lo the UBUal way. As he was packing the 
last of tbe plunder into hie bag a farther’s 
boy came walking down a mountain trail 
toward the train. 

Tbe boy bad been hunting and carried a 
rifle. He was Innocent of any Intention to 
Interfere with “Black Bart”—In fact, had 
be had any Idea that a train robbery was 
going on be would promptly have taken to 
bis heels. 

8trangely enough the sight of thle lone 
hoy with the rifle filled the train ’robber 
with the greatest alarm. Hurriedly throw¬ 
ing hie bag of booty over bis shoulder he 
started off In the opposite direction as-fast 
%a be could run, 

The passengers and trainmen were 
dumfounded. Why ehould this robber run 
away when ho had six armed men over 
, them to protect him 7 

•Just then a passing gust of wind blew 
two. of tho sombreros bff the “beads" of 
“Black Bart’s" dummies. That laid bare 
for the first time bis clever ruse—the ruse 
which had enabled him to steal thousands . 
of dollars from trains and stages single 


Only a few years ago ho figured In a 
daring series of robberies along the Cans/- 
dlan Pacific Railway. The crimes fol¬ 
lowed each other In rapid succession— 
hardly a week passed that this bold man' 
did not bold up some fast train and make 
his escape with large suma In currency 
and gold dust. 

Tbe reward of $1B,000 which the Cana¬ 
dian Government offered for his capture 
seemed to have no terrors for Miner. One 
May evening, when the eeatch for him 
was at its height, be stopped a fast train 
near Furrer, British Columbia, on almost 
tbe exact spot of one of bis previous rob¬ 
beries. 

At the point of bis revolver. Miner 
forced tbe engineer to uncouple the com¬ 
bination mall and express car from the 
rest of the train and take it a mile or so 
down the track. As Miner knew, a heavy 
shipment of gold dust had been made on 
this train and he expected to make a rich 
. haul. 

But <o his surprise, when he came to 
rifle the car. bo fdund pot one of-tbe ex¬ 
press company's strong boxes. Tbe only 
thing of relue the car contained was a 
small quantity iof registered mall.

There was for various reasons a'delay 
of several weeks' before this crafty plan 
could be put Into execution.

But Brown had, up to this time, been 
an honeBt man and this sudden, plunge into 
crime began to trouble hla conscience. Hla 
story of the robbery; ,;at first entirely 
plausible, began to weaken under the per¬ 
sistent questioning of the detectives. Final- ■ 
ly be. gave.so many conflicting versions of 
various points that he was placed under 
arrest for. complicity in the crime. 

Alarmed at this turn of affairs, Bullard 
and Marsh fled to . Canada, They were 
caught there and the greater part of what 
they had 'stolen wojl recovered. I told 
you In a" previous chapter how they broke 
out of. the White Plains Jail—they were 
never recaptured. ' : . 

Brown, th6 unfortunate messenger who 
had yleldod to the temptation to get rich ! -' 
quick by stealing, was finally released on 
account of hla previous good record.

Rilling the safes was ah easy matter, for 
the door of one stood open and the other 
was not locked. Ho took from them $5,000 
in cash besides quite a quantity of Jew¬ 
elry. 

How to,,get off the train waa hla next 
prohlem. At forty or fifty miles an hour 
jumping would have been .suicide. But be 
must get ofT at once—he had no Idea when 
the train would stop again, and at any 
minute he' was liable to be discovered by 
some of the trainmen. 

He stepped out on the platform, first 
making sure that tho baggageman in the 
car behind, was not looking.

, tlnuod to live In Rochester, Syracuse and 
other cities where he was well known. He 
squandered the proceeds of his' crime in 
riotous living, and within six months was 
m penniless as he had Men before. Then, “ 
emboldened by his p^pSous success, be 
began to look ataout foran opportunity, for 
another train robbery.' 

This time he selected Syracuse Instead 
of Alhany as the starting point for hla ven¬ 
ture. Just eaBt of the city was a signal 
tower where trains often made brief stops. 

^or a week Perry haunted the vicinity 
of this tower every night, familiarising 
hknsolf .with the movements of tho trains 
and watohing for the opportunity to board 
one unobserved. Concealed underneath 
hfs coat he carried a long coil of stout 
rope which, as you will see, was quite es¬ 
sential to the success of the plan he had 
in mind. , 1 

The chance he had been waiting for 
came at last? One evening, when an east 
bound train halted at the tower for an in¬ 
stant he managed to cllmrb unobserved 
onto the platrorm of the first car—an ex¬ 
press car-just behind tbe'englrie. 

As soon as the train started he climbed 
up on the railing of the platform and, by 
bracing one foot against the tender of the 
engine, succeeded In raising himself up to 
the roof or the car. 

Perry’s Daring Feat j 

ay the timo he roached the roof the 
train *Wss going fifty miles an hour. The 
speed made bis peroh a perilous one, par- 

* tlcularly as where he. lay on the smooth 
roof there was nothing for his hands to 
grip or for hiB feet to hrace themselves 

* against. . 

The thick Bmoke from the engine almost 
suffocated him—the hot cinders blinded 
him—and the car swayed frdm side to side 
so violently that he was in constant dan¬ 
ger of -being hurled off. 

. But, by lying flat on his stomach, with 
his arms and logs outstretched, he man¬ 
aged to keep from slipping off the rock¬ 
ing car. After some little timo he was 
gradually able to draw himself along inch 
by Inch until one hand clutched a steel 
ventilatbr Bbaft which stuck up through 
the*roor. ' 

His hold on this made his position much 
more secure. Boon, as he became more 
accustomed to the motion of the train and 
the dense cloud of smoko and cinders 
which constantly enveloped him, he was 
able to do more than merely bold on. 

He took from his pocket a hlack mask 
and tied, it over the lower part of tats 
face. I Prom underneath his coat he 
pulled out the rope, fastened one end of it 
securely through the ventilator and tied 
ihe other end-around his waist. 

For several minutes ho waited patiently 

* .for the engine's headlight to reveal a long 
stretch of straight level track ahead. When 
at last It did, and the motion of the train 
became less , violent, be gripped the rope 
tightly with his left band, gave It two or 
three turns around his wrist, and hegan ? 
to lower himself cautiously down the slop¬ 
ing roof and over the side of the ear. 

It was a hazardous undertaking, and 
one that only a man of almost superhu¬ 
man strength and nerve would have dared 
attempt. His hand was bleeding from the 
friction of the rope long before Mb feet 
touched the narrow moulding a third of 
the way down the side of the car, which 
gave his stralhlng muscles their .first r'c- 
1 spite. 

For a moment he reBtpd In this diffi¬ 
cult position. Then he resumed his slow 
arid painful, descent until at last ho could 
look right Into the car through the glass 
, In the upper half of the sliding door 

There stood the safe which ho hoped to, a 
rifle, tn front of It, with his back to the** 
; door, stood tho express messenger busily 
r -/ engaged In chocking pff his list of valu- . 
h able packages. ’ 

With his one free hand, Perry reaohed 
./ ^ into his pocket and took -out a big tevol- 
’• ver. Smashing a light of glass in the 
' door, with the/'butt dT this be shouted at. 
the top of his volco: v. 

“Opep that door or I’ll kill you." 

The startled messenger looked around, 
saw the masked robber and at onco reached 
up to-puil tho emergenqy bell cord which 
would plop the train. \ 

But Perry was ready for that very'move, 
The big revolver barked twice In rapid 
succession before tho messenger’s hand 
could grasp the cord and tho expressman, 
bleeding from two .wounds .In the ehoul- • 
der, fled to the forward ond of the car 
As he disappeared from view, Perry 
( f put bis hand through-the opening where 
*- - he had broken the glass, drew tho bolt 
, and slid tho door open. In another sec¬ 
ond he had swung. himself Into the car. . 
end stood there, revolver In hand, facing 
the plucky messenger, 

By this time the messenger had seized 
hla. own revolver. • He was game enough, 
but he was badly wounded and not a good 
; shot undor any conditions. He fired, at 
Perry—tha shot went wild - and Perry re* 

. plied with one that took effect 

The robber , would soon; have been In 
V sots possession of ihe car and Its vatu* 

' * ablet had'not the train, Juat then slewed 
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How “Black Bart/* the Train Robber, Deceived His Victims With “Dummy” Riflemen 


"Black Bart,” the train ronber, never used vio¬ 
lence. The shotgun he carried was never loaded) >' 
and he never took a life or Injured a human being. 
He always worked alone, btit by an Ingenious de¬ 
vice he deceived his victims into believing that he, 
had with him a number of armed men. 

With Jute bags or pieces of tent canvas he built 
a screen about three feet high between two trees or 
two piles of rocks. The outslde'of this ambush ho 
carefully masked with branches of trees and chunks 
or sod. Behind It he stuck In the ground half a 
dozen sticks, and on oach stick he hung a sombrero 
and an old coat. 4 

These hats'showed above the ambush Just as 
they would have If there had been real men under¬ 
neath them. Below each hat "Black Bart" stuck a 


piece of broomstick painted blaok to give the aem- 
blance of rifle barrels. It ell looked Very real and 
very formidable—-for all the world as If six man 
were crouching there with rifles |q hand, ready to 
Are at the flrat sign of resistance. 

Time,and again fait express tralria on'the west¬ 
ern roads would be atoppfd Just at dusk In soms 
lonely spot by the frantlo waving of a red flag. 
When the engineer jumped down to see. what the 
trouble was he was confronted by "Black Bart," 
dressed In a long linen duster *and a tali, cone- 
shaped hat such at clowns In the clrcui wear. At 
the point of hit shotgun the robber forced the en¬ 
gineer and fireman to uncouple the engine and run 


pouring out of the care to learn the cause of the 
delay. "Black Bart" wasted few wordo on them. 
Nodding his head significantly in the direction of 
the "'riflemen," whose hats and “gun barrsla" ahovyed . 
from the ambush at the tide of the trAfk, he said 
loud enough for all to hekrj 

"Don’t flr# unless I give the word, boysl" 

The hint was quite sufficient. Convinced that 
they were at the mercy of a I urge band of desper¬ 
ate men, passengero, trainmen and express messen¬ 
gers quickly handed their valuables over to "Black 
Bart." ** ' 

Whan he had oacured all the plunder he uttered 
a threat about hot looking back on penalty of being 
•hot at by hlo "companions" and allowed the train 


by the shots, the conductor, two brakemen 
and soveral passengers came hurrying" to 
the rescue. w 

As they entered the car Perry Jumped 
out or the door hy which he had. entered 
and ran down the track. There was no 
time to take anything from the open safe 
where $10,000 worth of cash and Jewelry 
Jay In full view. 

With two shots from his revolver 
Perry drove tho engineer and fireman 
from an engine which stood on a noarby 
Biding. Climbing up Into the cab he 
pulled the throttle Wide open and tho loco¬ 
motive leaped ahead at a 6l)-mile an hour 
clip. 

Luckily the steam in the engine Perry 
had seized was low and after running 
three miles Its power gave out complete¬ 
ly. It came to a dead stop Just In time 
to avoid a collision with an oncoming ex¬ 
press train. 

Perry leaped to the ground and started 
off acroBB a field, reloadlnghla revolver aa 
he ran. 

Hia Attempts to Escape 

But hie pursuers, who pad followed him 
on another engine, were close behind him. 
Before he could gain the shelter of the 
■ wpoded country toward which he was 
heading, they had surrounded Ijlm and 
succeeded in making him a prisoner—uot, 
however, until Perry had used his last - 
cartridge and bad desperately wounded 
several of the railroad men. •• 

Crime seldom has a speedier or more*- 
appalling sequel than it did in Perry’B 
case. Popular indignation against him 
ran so high that his trial was hurried and 
he received the extreme penalty of forty- 
nine years and six months In State prison, 

" which, although Perry, was then only a 
young man, amounted practically to a life 
sentence, 

But Perry’s crimes did not end when 
the doors of Auburn prison closed behind 
him. He raged like a madman and seized 
every opportunity to mako murdorouB at¬ 
tacks upon hla koepers and fellow prison- 

Before he had served six months of his 
sentence he oontrlved to escape by saw¬ 
ing the lock off his cell door, half killing 
a keeper and risking his life hy a leap 
of thirty-five feet from the top of the 
prison wall to a heap of rocks below. 

Ho’was recaptured In less than twenty- 
four hours. Becoming convinced thathe 
was really Insane, the prison authorities 
had him removed to the asylum at Mattea- 

Although kept constantly under tho 
closest guard ho soon succeeded in escap¬ 
ing from Mattcawan even moro easily 


When finally arrested In the railroad yards 
at Weebawken, Now Jersey, he was about 
to put Into execution a plan for an ex¬ 
press car robbory ae daring aa those In 
which he had already .figured. .'.•>■• 
Falling In -these attempts at liberty he 
devised a fiendish way of putting out hie 
. eyes In the hope that blindness might win 
-jho Governor’s sympathy, and secure his 
pardon. • 

The apparatus he constructed (or this 
purpose war a weird masterpiece of me- 


.Inserted two long sharp nails. Three.were . 
- ro placed that when the board lav across 
his forehead they were directly above tbq 
pupils of hia eyes. ; 

Abovo these nails we# suspended e 
heavy dumbbell, which, when lot Mil, 
would, drive their steel points'deep into 
tho eyes. The release of ,tpe dumbbell 
was Ingeolouely arranged by a|Inching to 
It a spring on which a lighted candle was 
placed.' When the candle burned beyond 
a certain pqlnl Hg weight decreased suf¬ 
ficiently to release lha soring and let the. 
dumbbell (alb N sj 

Ferry put Ihe apparatus In plar.d one 
tight af(or hit keeper hid left him. Tha 


nails destroyed the Bight of one eye In¬ 
stantly, bnd Perry completed his total 
blindness by rubhlng the other eye with 
fine bits or glass. 

The kindest thing ono can think ot this 
unhappy man Is that he was insane from 
boyhood. But whether he was or not the 
miserable existence ho Is now draggihg 
out at Matteawan is another powerful ex¬ 
ample pf the fact that crime does not pay, 
arid this is why I could not afford to 
noglect telling his sad story. 

And now I must tell you about some of 
the remarkablo exploits of John Brady and 
Samuel Browning—ae desperate a pair of 
robhers aa over rifled an express car and 
ahot helpless men In cold blood 

Late one stormy night a track walker 
named Kelley was speeding along a lonely 
stretch of rallrpad near DavUvllle, Cal., 
on his track tricycle. 

Suddenly two . rndh “leaped out of the 
underbrush at the side or the track and - 
Btood direcUy In bis path. To avoid run¬ 
ning them dowp he brought his tricycle 
lo a sudden atop. , 

At once they sprang upon him, dragged _ 
him to the ground and hound and gagged.~ 
him so securely that he could .neither 
movb nor apeak. After emptying his 
pockets of a little money and taking hla 
red lantern and a box of railroad torp^ 
does, they demolished the tricycle hy 
pounding It with stonca and threw the : 
broken pieces of the machine down under¬ 
neath a culvorL This done they disap¬ 
peared In the darkness. \ 

These two men were Browning and 
Brady, and their attack on the track walk¬ 
er was the first steprin a long aeries of 
daring crimes which finally brought one of 
them to a horrlhlo death and sent the other 
to prison for life. 

Two Famous "Hold-Up” Men 

A few minutes later tho whistle of a 
fast overland train sounded In tho dis¬ 
tance. As it drew near the spot where the . 
helpless traok walker lay the englneor 
was startled to see a red lantern waving 
across the track and to hoar at the same 
Instant the sharp report bf two torpedoes— 
the customary Blgnal that there was dan¬ 
ger ahead. 

As tho train responded to the air brakes 
and slowed down tho robbers—wearing 
hlack masks and carrying revolvers— 
climbed up on either side of tbe cab. 

They made the astonished engineer and 
fireman hold their hands above their heads 
and walk back to,the third car from the 
engine—a :Wolls-Fargo express car. 

"Uncouple that," sald^Brownlng. shov- 
ing bis revolver Into the flroman’s face, 
and pointing, to the couplln^between the 
express car and the ono behind it. The 
fireman, with trembling hands, obeyed. 

Still covered by the robbers’ guns, tho 
engineer and fireman Were marched back 
to the engine and ordered to pull tbe 
throe cars several Inllcs doVn the traok. 

■\Vhon thoy finally came , to a atop the 
engineer and fireman were again taken 
out of the engine, and made to accompany 
the masked mon back to the express oar. 

But Paige, the exprcsvniessqngeri had 
supported what the trouble was and had 
loqkod the door and barricaded the win¬ 
dows as well as ho could with packages . 
. of frolght'. 

When the robbers pounded on the dqor 
and commanded him.to open It ho refused - 
■ and-announced that-ho would shoot (be 
first nmn. who Attempted to enter. , 

’‘Tell ;hlm that. IN he dp£nn’t open that 
door we’re going to shoot yon ; full of 
holes.” said one of (ho bandits and he 
emphasized M* words by firing a .-bullet 
•o oloee to the engineer’s head: that It 
ploughed through the' vlao.r of hla cap. 

The-engineer was Iri terror of. hie life. 
8h&klng Iq e?try Umb.’he add^d hla pleas 
to tho proMnc .three is of the robbers. 

"Think of mjr : wife and hablek. Paige,’’; 

‘ he begged,'"and let-these' pien Ip brtore . 


fires, If he did hfs duty to his employers 
and kept. the robbers , out he would be 
bringing death to his rrlend, 4be engineer. 

Was It worth sacrificing a man’s life to 
protect the company’s property? And, If 
he did not open the door, would they really 
carry out -their threat7 
Just then the engineer cried out In ter¬ 
ror as another bullet whistled by his ears. 
Quite evidently *the robbers wero going to 
be as good as their word, thought the 
mesaengeri and be reluctantly unbarred 
the door and slid It open. 

The contents of the safe—$53,000 In 
bags of gold—were quickly emptied Into 
their sacks, and the robbers made tbe en¬ 
gineer and ^fireman oarry the' plunder to 
the engine^ . *, ! - : - N 

Thp engine was uncoupled,'and with a 
few parting threats the robbers entered 
. the cab, pulled the throttle wide open and 
sped away Into tbe plght. 

Their Last Crime v 

After going about three miles theyvjro- 
versed the engine and Jumped to the 
ground., The, Wild engine .ran backward 
until It crashed into tbe cars it had left, 
making such a bad wreck that pursuit Of 
the robbers-was delayed for hours. 

Tho loot takoa from the express car 
was so heavy that it could-not have been 
carried any great distance without attract* 
ing attontlon and the detectives were 
convinced that It must have been buried 
near where the robbers abandoned tho 
engine. A vigorous search, however, 
failed to reveal its hiding place until years 
later. Biit. that is another story which I 
will give you In these pages some day soon 
The Inevitable end of tho career of this 
reckless pair of criminals came when they 
undertook the robbory of an express, train 
near Marysville, Cal.—and ail, as I will 
tell you, through the presence of mind of 
a negro sleeping car porter. ; 

The train: was stopped In the usual way. 
Several well; aimed shots frightened the 
mess on gor into lotting them Into his oar. 

, But tbe eafo was .locked and the messen¬ 
ger protested that he was not in *bo^soB- 
Blon of the combination. .After bullying and 
threatening him for several minutes the 
robbers became convinced that be was 
telling the truth,, and, having no dynamite 
Arid not being experts at solving combina¬ 
tion locks, they decided there was nothing 
of value they coutd get In the express car. 

"Well," said Browning, with an oath, 
"we must pay expenses, and 'If there’s 
nothing here for us we’ll havo to see what 
the passengors have -to offer," 

Seizing an old q a j r of overalls, he tore 
off the legs, andby fastening the ends 
together made two Amgh bags. One of 
ttiom he handed to the fireman, the other 
to the engineer. Revolver In hand, he led 
the way to tho smoking car. 

"Hand over your valuables!" he shouted • 

, as he strode .down tho felsle. "Hand over 
everything you’ve got or you’re dead men.” : 
. Behind him Came the engineer and fire¬ 
man, unwilling «88lplanU in this crime, 

, holding out their bags to receive the 
watches, pocket books and pieces of jew- . 
elry which the. passengers produced. 

Brady brought up the roar,, threatening , 
with his revolver any who hesitated and 
making sure that no.victim escaped. 

When one man refused to part with 
hla wallet, Brady hlt .hlm over the head 
with the butt of h(s rovoWcr and snatched 
_;hl8 Valuables from his. pockets as he fell 
’ over'senseless. . ' . 

Aftef stripping.every man in jhe $mok- 
Ing car 6f Ms valuables, Browrrlng led. the 
way. Into the fir«t Of the sleeping ears. At 
rtgnt qf tho marked men and their weapons. 

. several of the passengors started to :run 
. out of the rear door, hut-quickly, returned', 
when BroWaing fired a shot . pveir/ thtlr 


Right here something unexpected hap¬ 
pened—one of. those chances which even 
the cleverest; orimln*!s otnnot wholly 
guard against, and Just such a one as I 
have .often Been ep6H,the moat carefully 
planned fobberlesy, It proved the one 
* thing Accessary to bring the careers of 
Browning and Brady to an end. 

The firet person they met aa they en¬ 
tered the Sleeping car was a negro porter, 
his teeth chattering with fright - Browning’ 
shoved him down Into a aeM and took 1 
away hla gold watch. 

That was what proved a fatal mistake, 
Hc.j Brady not taken the darkeyVwatcV 
he and Brownlrig might have gone on loot¬ 
ing the train unmolested and made their 
escape Just as they had io many time* 
before: 

tiut tnat watch, was the negro’s dearest 
pOBsesslon-^he bad been saving money for 
a year to get it, and this was the first 
time he had worn IL Frightened as he 
was, be began to turn over in bis head 
plane for recovering his precious property. 

Suddenly he remembered that J. J. Bo¬ 
gan?, the. Sheriff of Tehima County, vaa 
a passenger fin the train. He waa a fro- 
queht traveller on this train, and the; por* 

. ter had seen him board a rear sleeper At 
Ban Franclaco^on this trip. 

If anybody could recover hie watch, 
thought the dftrkey, Sheriff Bfigard waa 
the man. H« had ft reputation all over the 
Paclflo Coast for bravery, and the porter 
bad once seen hhn single-handed-subdue 
a party of cowhoye who were "ihoollns 
up" a rallrogd station. 

The Price They Paid 

Thoughts ^of bis lost wfatch made the 
negro bold., When the robbers reached 
the middle ^ the car he slipped out . of 
the front door - and ran alongside the trjtfn • 
to tho very last car, where the Sheriff 
lay In bla berth ignorant of the trouble 
ahead. 

"Oh, Mr."Sheriff," the excited darkey 
called, "the: train Is full of fobbers. arid 
they’ve stolen niy new watch!" 

The Sheriff hastily dresled gnd, pistol 
In hand, rushed through the train and 
boldly faced tbe robbers. His first shot 
pierced. Browning's heart, killing him in¬ 
stantly. 

The next Instant Brady fired*—killing tbe 
Sheriff and seriously wounding the. fire¬ 
man. Without stopping to gather up any 
of the booty he backed out of the car, emp- ■ 
tying, bis revolver promiscuously as ne 
went, and Injuring several passengers. 

Brady escaped on the bloycle on which 
he had ridden to the scene of the robbery. ,■ 
The wheel Browning had used was found' 
hidden Ih some underbrush nearby. With 
this bicycle as a clue, the deteotlvea iden* . 
lifted the dead bandit as Browning andV 
finally succeeded in running. Brady ;,to , 
earth. He Is now serving a life sentence 
In San Quentin prison. • ' • ' 

These arb only a few ot/the thfilllog 
train robbing incidents ! could tell you,’, 
but they are enough for my purpose—to 
show, you that this variety of robbery is 
as profitless as every other crime!. 4 
For every train robber the final result 
la Inevitably the same—death. or Impris*! 
onment for a long tenp of years. And .be- 
'. causa of tho bloody deeds he has to do to .
